W ashington Correspondence N. Y. H erald. 
Senator Jones of Nevada, to whom 
the President lias given fame in the 
financial world by reason of the declar­ 
atory letter which lie wrote to him, on 
being asked to-day for his theory of 
(lie President’s writing to him, re­ 
plied in an unreserved, honest and 
blunt way: 
“ Why, the fact of the matter is that 
the President saw that both Houses of 
Congress had been tinkering away 
with the finances for more than six 
months, and had come to no conclus­ 
ion, but were scolding away about 
them still. First this one came to see 
him and then that one, and each suc­ 
cessive person, just as his ideas seemed 
to strike him, said that the President’s 
views were first one thing and then 
another, and J suppose the President 
got tired of this sort of thing and made 
up his mind not to be misrepresented 
any more; so he went to work, and 
that there might be no mistake, he at 
once wrote out his views. These were 
the views which I came across when 
they were submitted to myself and 
two or three other gentlemen who had 
called on him for the purpose of talk­ 
ing over things generally, and mainly 
the finances._ 1 heard the views, and 
I liked then) so well that, in my own 
plain, matter-of-fact way, I made up 
my mind that as gentlemen were 
talking about the President’s views, 
and saying all sorts of tilings about 
them, they should have them, and 
this was the golden opportunity to 
have them made public. I asked, ac­ 
cordingly, and did the best thing possi­ 
ble. In fact, you may put a pin-mark 
iii there. If certain gentlemen are, as 
Í understand, displeased, I cannot 
help 
it, 
amJ do 
not care much 
about it. 
I am not seeking after 
favcis; have no axes to grind; have 
not asked for any otiicial patronage, 
and don’t want it. Neither am I a 
candidate for 
the Presidency, and 
hence to whom better than me could 
the President have written his views 
on the finances? He could not have 
written to any of the conference com­ 
mittee, as that would look like dictat­ 
ing to Congress. He could not, with 
propriety, have written to an Eastern 
or Southern Senator. Now I am out 
of the vortex of excitement, confus­ 
ion and antagonism which has pre­ 
vailed. I am a new Senator and a far 
Western representative; have never 
been mixed up with any of the discus­ 
sions nor ill feeling nor stife which 
have prevailed 
from time to time 
and hence it could not have hap­ 
pened better, and if the people don’t 
like it, all I have to say is I do not 
care a farthing, and do not ask any 
favors. Now, I think I can see that, 
if there was going to be any specie re­ 
sumption, the glory of it would be 
made 
to 
fall 
within the present 
term of General Grant, and hence it 
was urged so as to be effected in 1876, 
so that the campaigners might not go 
to the country with their declarations, 
if the year 13*78 was selected, and say 
that the administration has not come 
back to specio payments, and goes out 
without effecting it; and it is left to 
us, under the new Government com­ 
ing in, to settle that obligation under 
a new administration. Thus they can 
have a strong objection to the third 
term, and go before the people with 
tiie warning cry of ‘Third term,’ on 
account of the quarrel select their own 
candidate, and elect him against Gen­ 
eral Grant on the financial issue. Rut 
the President simply desires that the 
glory of the achievement of specie re­ 
sumption shall crown his administra­ 
tion.”

Jury Duly— Who are Exempt ? 


The amended (.'ode in this regard 
now reads: 
“ Section 200—A person is exempt 
from liability to act as a juror, if lie be: 
1. A judicial, civil or military otticcr 
of tiie United States, or of the State of 
California; 
2. A person holding a county office; 
3. A practicing attorney and coun­ 
selor at law; 
4. A minister of the gospel or a 
priest of any denomination, following 
his profession; 
5. A teacher in a college, academy, 
or school; 
6. A practicing physieiau or den­ 
tist; 
7. An officer, keeper or attendant of 
any alms-house, hospital, asylum, or 
other charitable institution; * 
8. Engaged in the performance of 
duty as otficer cr attendant of the 
County Jail or State Prison; 
9. Employed on board a vessel nav­ 
igating the waters of the State; 
10. An express agent, mail carrier, 
superintendent, employee, or operator 
of a telegraph line doing a general 
business in the State, or keeper of a 
public ferry or toll gate; 
11. An active member of the Fire 
Department of any city, town or vil­ 
lage in the State, or an exempt mem­ 
ber by reason of five years’ active ser­ 
vice; 
12. A si perintendent, engineer or 
conductor o . a railroad. 
13. An editor or local reporter of a 
newspaper.” 
If any such person is summoned as 
a juror an I dc ei not wish to go to Court 
to make ids excuse, it is provided in 
the amended Code thus: 
“ ¿202 (N. N.) If any person exempt 
from liability to act as juror, as pro­ 
vided in section 200, be summoned as 
a juror, he may make and transmit his 
affidavit to the Clerk of the Court for 
which he is summoned, stating his of­ 
fice, occupation, or employment, and 
such affidavit shall be delivered by the 
Clerk to the Judge of the Court when 
the name of such person is called, and, 
if sufficient in substance shall he re­ 
ceived as an excuse o • 11011-attendance 
in person. The affidavit shall be filed 
by the Clerk.” 


A Thriving Umbrella Trade. 


Durinc an unpleasant state of the 
atmosphere a merchant of second­ 
hand umbrellas made his appearance 
on the Roulevard des Itálicos, Paris, 
and drove a thriving tra. e as h a 
merchandise was not only good, but 
cheap, his price for a good stout um­ 
brella, nearly new, being from three 
to five francs. Subsequent revelations 
proved that his stock in trade was 
supplied in the following manner: 
During one of the sunshiny intervals 
between the showers, his confederate, 
an elegantly dressed and handsome 
woman, would enter one of the princi­ 
pal shops on the boulevards or the Rue 
de la Paix, would examine many arti­ 
cles, make anextensiveeollection, and 
then order her purchases to be sent 
with the bill to her address, which 
was always in the most fashionable 
quarters of Paris.

But the fair customer 
was never to be found at the given 
address, and, as a matter of course, ii.e 
umbrella never was seen by its rielit- 
ful owner. Unfortunately for the suc­ 
cess of the trade in second-class um­ 
brellas, the merchant on the boule­ 
vard once offered a gentleman his own 
umbrella for sale, and by this little 
coutre temps the trick was exposed, 
and the intervention of the police put 
a stop to the operations of the firm. 
There was certainly no little acuteness 
displayed by the pair in making such 
skillful use of the peculiar state of the 
weather.

CiTY AND COUNTY OFFICIAL PAPER. 


THURSDAY................JUNE 25, 1874. 
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Commerce of the Pacific. 


A San Francisco paper regards it as 
a matter of regret that our chief city 
docs not receive a larger share of the , 
commerce of the Pacific Coast. It is a 
matter of regret, and to 0110 not fa­ 
miliar with the facts it seems but rea­ 
sonable that all the trade should cen­ 
ter in San Francisco. To the old Cali­ 
fornian, who is “to the manner born,” 
and knows how the San Francisco cat 
always jumps, flip wonder is that she 
retains as much of our commerce as 
she does. Nearly all the money of 
California, Oregon and Nevada goes 
to San Francisco, and it stays there. 
Money is now a drug in the San Fran­ 
cisco market. It may be had in large 
sums on call, secured by city property, 
at five percent, per annum; yet let the 
projectors of some legitimate outside 
enterprise go into San Francisco and 
try to raise money to carry on their 
work, and see what success they will 
have. Not a dollar. Bank after bank 
will bow them to the door, with 
regrets that they are not advancing 
money on outside improvements. It 
has been the custom of San Francisco 
to close her money vaults against all 
appeals from outside sources. She ac­ 
cepts all that comes, but does nothing 
in the way of interior development 
and improvement. The people of Los 
Angeles are now doing all in their 
power to construct a cheap railroad 
between this city and the rich mines 
of Inyo county. If the road is built it 
will pour an immense trade into San 
Francisco, but will San Francisco as­ 
sist in building a road by which she 
will secure so much? As yet, not a 
dollar; possibly never a dollar. She 
Hatters herself that all the trade of 
that great mining region must come 
to her anyhow, and therefore there is 
no necessity for laying out money to 
secure a thing that may be had with­ 
out money. A great many natural 
advantages have been lost or destroyed 
through a blind pursuance of just this 
line of policy. It lias llready lostSan 
Francisco much, and if persisted in 
will lose her much more. We may 
fail to build this road through inabil­ 
ity to raise the means. Suppose the 
narrow-gauge railroad which is now 
stretching southwest from Salt Lake 
extends itself on to Independence. All 
the trade which San Francisco feels so 
certain of retaining is at once and for­ 
ever lost. The Inyo county mines 
will receive their supplies from the 
East and send the bullion East. We 
do not point out this instance in the 
way of a threat, but rather as a warn­ 
ing. It is a possible, a probable event. 
We cite it as illustrative of why San 
Francisco does not secure and retain 
the entire commerce of the Pacific 
Coast. W hat may be lost through 
failure to build the Los Angeles and 
Independence road has been lost over 
and over again through the mistaken 
policy of San Francisco’s business 
men. 


After the Offenders. 
The conviction of J o h n J. M a r k s , 
ex-Harbor Commissioner, and liis son, 
on a charge of conspiracy to defraud 
the State, a few days ago, in San 
Francisco, is something new under the 
sun and may be taken as a sign that 
the people are not only weary of being 
robbed, but that they are resolved to 
spare no pains to bring the offenders 
to justice. In the case recently tried, 
the evidence of the defendant’s guilt 
was so strong that a verdict of guilty 
could hardly be avoided. M a r k s , as 
Harbor Commissioner, and while act­ 
ing in conjunction with, or managing, 
the other members of the Board di­ 
verted a large sum of money that 
should have gone into the State Treas­ 
ury from its legitimate destination, 
and used, or caused it to be used, for 
his» individual benefit. It is not pre­ 
sumable that M a r k s , and those who 
operated with him, originated the sys­ 
tem of speculation which proved so 
profitable to them. Their predeces­ 
sors in office, no doubt, made the posi­ 
tion equally beneficial to themselves, 
The Harbor Commission collected 
and disposed of a vast .amount ot 
money annually, and from the crea­ 
tion of the Commission down to the 
day 
J o h n 
R o s e n f e l d 
exposed 
M a r k s ' system of do n ' business, a 
large proportion of this great sum pos­ 
sibly found its way into the pockets 
of private individuals. The people ol 
this State have stood these wholesale 
robberies until forbearance lias ceased 
to be a virtue. The Harbor Commis­ 
sion is not the only leak, and if the 
work of investigation is carried for­ 
ward energetically, other, and per­ 
haps still more astounding, frauds will 
be unearthed. Let M a r k s and son 
receive their reward, and then let 
other offenders be called upon to face 
the music. It is a pity the Govern­ 
ment revenue offices cannot honestly 
be looked into also. 


A f e w evenings since a quiet, well 
dressed, lady-like appearing woman 
entered the Lick House saloon and 
commenced praying. A police oflicei 
moved her out on the sidewalk and 
some "gentlem an” broke a rotten 
egg against her head. San Francisco 
will not beat Local Option by rotteu- 
egging women. 


S a r g e n t ’s efforts for an appropria­ 
tion to improve Oakland harbor is 
likely to be crowned with success. So 
far as Oakland is concerned, the 
scheme lias our approbation, but it 
ldoks very much like another transfer 
of tu e people’s money to the pockets ot 
the Central Pacific Cailroad Uompauy. 


A Valuable Industry. 
The business of manufacturing ker­ 
osene oil is now fairly established in 
this city, and that it will become one 
of the most valuable branches of in­ 
dustry carried on in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and perhaps in the State, is a 
conceded fact by all well-informed 
persons. The wells of the Los A ngeles 
Petroleum Refining Company are lo­ 
cated in the hills some ten miles from 
San Fernando. The supply of oil is 
simply a question of wells. 
The 
amount of crude petroleum now col­ 
lected exceeds forty barrels per day, 
and when the wells now in process of 
sinking are completed, the company 
expect the yield will reach one hun­ 
dred barrels per day. The supply 
seems inexhaustible. The existence 
of these oil deposits lias been known 
for years, but it was thought that the 
expense of refining the oil would be 
so great as to destroy all chance for 
profit, but the test of Mr. C a r r e r a ’s 
method of refining, which was wit­ 
nessed by a large number of gentle­ 
men, removes all doubts 011 that head. 
The oil may be refined by this process 
at a cost not exceeding two cents per 
gallon, and a much larger per cent, 
extracted than by the process used in 
the East. The trial yesterday was 
made with oil which has stood in the 
tank for two years and is pronounced 
t ie heaviest that the company lias. 
1 1 twenty minutes from the time of 
placing the heavy black substance in 
the tank the pure kerosene ran into 
the vat below. The transformation 
astonished all beholders, 
The oil 
is a better illuminator than the 
best iu the 
market 
and will 
stand a much higher degree of heat 
than D e v o k’s popular oil, The process 
by which this oil is refined is a chem­ 
ical secret known only to Mr. C a r r e ­ 
r a s. We understand it was the dis­ 
covery of a Spanish chemist of Cuba, 
who was the intimate friend of Mr. 
C a r r e r a s . While on a visit to Eu­ 
rope, the chemist died, leaving his 
friend the only possessor of the valua­ 
ble secret. 
Mr. C a r r e r a s visited 
this city last Spring on other business 
and while here learned that there was 
petroleum in this vicinity. He be­ 
came acquainted with the Directors 
of the Los Angeles Petroleum Refin­ 
ing Company. The result is the highly 
satisfactory exhibition of yesterday, a 
more detailed account of which will 
be found in the local columns of this 
morning's H e r a i.d . 


Families Coming. 
The demand for real estate in this 
valley is usually light during the 
Summer season, but this year is an 
exception to the general rule. Our 
real estate agents report an unusual 
number of land seekers both in the 
city and valley, and our list of sales 
and transfers as reported trom day to 
day afford unmistakable evidence that 
daring this, the dullest portion of the 
year, the amount of property chang­ 
ing hands is considerable. This may 
be set down as a fine year for crops, 
and those whoeonie here in search of 
land are as fully informed on this 
point as the old resident. The new 
comer gives the fact its fullest consid­ 
eration, but he also understands that 
irrigated land will produce similar 
crops to that of this season every year 
for generations to come. No one is 
deceived as to the value and produc­ 
tiveness of the soil of Los Angeles 
valley. It speaks for itself. Visitors 
are doing much for this section of the 
State. Letters to friends in the East 
descriptive of what they see and know 
of themselves, are attracting the at­ 
tention of thousands. These letters 
are written from an impartial stand­ 
point; they contain facts not colored 
or distorted to detract or advance the 
interests of any one. The more gen­ 
erally the truth is spread abroad con­ 
cerning Southern California, the bet­ 
ter it will be for us, and the greater 
will be the number of persons coming 
here in search of homes. Large as 
has been our accession of population 
within the past twelve months, we 
have every reason to believe that the 
increase will be still greater next year. 
Thousands of Eastern families aré pre­ 
paring to move to Southern Califor­ 
nia this Fall. 
In the Express, of last evening, a 
correspondent suggests that we give 
the money raised to defray the ex­ 
pense of celebrating the Fourth of July 
to the Louisiana sufferers. This is not 
a bad idea, on the contrary it is an 
excellent, a humane proposition. The 
five hundred dollars we have already 
collected, if expended for the purpose 
tor which it was subscribed, will have 
evaporated—melted into thin air on 
the evening of the Fourth—but if do­ 
nated to the starving poor of Louis­ 
iana, it will purchase bread for thous­ 
ands of hungry people, and make glad 
the hearts of many unfortunate moth­ 
ers whose little children are now cry­ 
ing for food. Wo can have a pretty 
good Fourtli without this money. Iu 
the language of the correspondent, 
“ How more nobly and generously 
could we celebrate that day than by­ 
devoting this fund also to the relief of 
the suffering women and children of 
Louisiana? That would, indeed, be a 
celebration of our National Anniver­ 
sary which would call down the ap­ 
plause of angels.” 


O u r exchanges express but one 
opinion on the N a p t h a l y - D e Y o u n g 
shooting affair, which occurred in San 
Francisco last week, and that is un­ 
feigned regret that both parties were 
not carried from the street to their 
homes in boxes, and from thence to 
Lone Mountain.

Oil Refining by the New Process. 


Quite a company of citizens . ssem- 
bled at the store-room on the corner of 
Arcadia and Los Angeles streets yes­ 
terday afternoon to witness the new 
kerosene-oil refining process of Mr. 
Carreras, now used by the San Fer­ 
nando Oil Works. 
The apparatus con­ 
sists of three Russia-iron tanks or fil­ 
ters mounted on a frame work, and ar­ 
ranged one abovo the other so that 
the finid can be drawn from the upper 
into the second, and from that into 
the lower by means of faucets. The 
upper tank is used merely for a re­ 
ceiver into which the crude petroleum 
is poured, and impregnated with cer­ 
tain chemicals; 
the second has a 
series of five strainers through which 
the fluid is filtered and purified, re­ 
ceiving the action of various chemi­ 
cals with each. The lower tank has a 
coil of pipe running through it im­ 
mersed in water chemically charged 
so as to cool the clarified oil as it 
passes through and dispel any gases 
that may have been generated. The 
whole apparatus is very simple and 
easily operated. The crude petroleum 
used W as just as it came from the 
ground, about 
the 
consistency of 
cream and black as tar. This was 
placed in the receiving tank, and in 
about twenty minutes, was drawn 
from the lower one clear and limpid 
kerosene. 
.Specimens of the refined 
fluid were filled into small bottles and 
passed around in the crowd of specta­ 
tors for inspection, where the tests 
of sinell and sight were pretty thor­ 
oughly applied to it. In every case it 
was 
pronounced 
“ Kerosene, 
sure 
enough,” and doubtless, as claimed for 
it, tlie very best in the market. After­ 
wards some other bottles were passed 
around which the gentlemen inspect­ 
ed by tasting, and" called it first-rate, 
too. The latter specimens were not of 
kerosene, however. 
W ithout doubt, this new refining 
process is one of the greatest inven­ 
tions of the day. 
It is proving in 
every respect what was promised for 
it, doing its work rapidly, thoroughly 
and with small trouble and expense. 
The total cost of refining by this pro­ 
cess is about two cents per gallon, 
whereas by the usual course of evap­ 
oration the expense is fully five cents. 
Besides the enormous expense for 
erecting machinery in the old method 
is obviated, as well as all danger of 
explosion through the heating and the 
necessary close proximity of fire. By 
this means about eighty per cent, of 
the petroleum is utilized, being double 
that utilized in the old way. Besides 
the kerosene there is secured a lubri­ 
cating oil, which is said to be of the 
finest quality. Great credit is due Mr. 
Carreras for bringing out this really 
wonderful invention, and we doubt 
not that he will reap his full measure 
of pecuniary reward from it when it 
shall be fairly brought before the 
world. 
In the evening, the Refining Com­ 
pany gave a 
line supper to their 
friends, 
inviting 
them to a table 
loaded down with the richest viands 
of the season. 
Everything passed off 
in a most enjoyable manner, and the 
day was declared a success in all re­ 
spects.
